In r recent decision m lc\el-lu*!i(lc»l .hulgo 
(leolareil that Lahor l iiions are not now con- 
trary to law but are recognized and encouraged 
by oni modem legislation. Laborers have as 
midk rigbt to combine for proper objects as 
liave employers. Apart from the »[uestion of 
t6fm contracts, laborer^* lia\ t> tlie riirlit. either 
singly orin a btxly. to (Hiit work wliciu'xor the 
terms or coiKlitions are unsatisfactory to them, 
for sufdcieut or unsufficient cause or for no 
iffi^ whatooever. They cannot be compelled 
to labor, nor can they, on the other hand, com- 
pel the manufacturers to employ them. The 
employer may di>^i liarirt' them for any cause 
that seems good to him or for no cause. La- 
borers have uo right to compel any of their 
number, or any one outside of their ranks, to 
deeist from labor. Laborers have a right to 
seek employmait from and to work for whom 
they please, u])on such terms and waL'es and 
for such hours as they may au'ree upon, and 
may refuse to worlw with uou-L'uiuu men i»r 
other persons. 

Employers have the right to employ whom 
they i>lease, upon such terms as may l.e satis- 
factory to the parties thus employed and nei- 
ther the eiiiplovers nn the one hand nor the 
laV)orers on the other have the right to dictate 
to each other concerning these matters, or t() 
interfere with each other in regard to them.
